AIR SCHOOL NEEDS 


Scnmedeman Is Taking 


Drastic Steps to Bal- 


ance Budget 


' Madison —W— Trimming of the 
state's 1933-35 budget to reconcile it 
with an annual- revenue loss of 
more than $10,000,000 will be ac- 
complished first by drastic reduc- 
tion in the desirable but less es- 
sential state activities, Governor- 
elect A. G. Schmedeman announced 
a the budget hearings today. 


While the new governor was thus 


stating his intention of tackling the 
acute financial situation he faces, 
John CaUahan, state superintendent 
of public instruction, in discussing 
estimated school expenditures.for 
the next biennium, recommended 
an annual increase of nearly $2,000,- 
000 for state aid to high schools. 
At-the present time the union 


free high schols receive total aids 
of $75,000; district free high schools 
get $100,000. CaUahan recommend- 
ed $600,000 for the 
union 
free 


schools and $1,400,000 for the dis- 
trict free schools. 
He also said he did not believe it 


would-be advisable for the legisla- 
ture to reduce the state aid of $250 
per teacher for the common schools. 


Means of cutting down on the 


county normal schools, which were 
appropriated $300,000 by the state 
for the current year were discussed 
but got nowhere beyond the point 
of suggestions. 
A. J. Smith of the state depart- 


ment, reported county normal prin- 
cipals probably would be opposed 
to the proposal that the aid be cut 
to 50 per cent of the cost -of each 
school, inasmuch as the principals 
recently voted for continuance of 
the present,-aid ,,plan on ..the as- 
sumption-that couni^normals 'will 
be cut no more than Bother-institu-

- "The background of every gov- 
ernmental budget is composed of 
the social facts—the activities sus- 
tained by the government for the 
protection of life and of property 
and for the attainment of the wel- 
fare of the people who live under 
the government," he said. 
Curtailment Needed 


"Some of these social factors are 


absolutely essential to the life of 
the government. Some are desirable 
because they make for the better- 
ment of the conditions under which 
the people live. . . 
"In times when a government has 


ample revenue and when it is easy 
to collect revenue, governmental 
activities expand. In times o" stress, 
governmental activities are curtail- 
ed."Our state government has many 
arms, departments. Each is repre- 
sentative of either an essential or 
a desirable activity. . . . 


"Under the law the governor 


must formulate the budget. He must 
coordinate the demands of-the sev- 
eral departments and make these 
fit to the estimated revenues and to 
the revenue possibilities and proba- 
bilities. ... This may mean for a 
time the suspension-of some activi- 
ties. It must mean either the lopping 
off of some of these activities or 
the reduction of the cost of such 
activities to meet the revenue. 
"In making a program to fit into 


such a situation, it is necessary that 
t".e essential activities of govern- 
ment, those designed to protect life 
and property and liberty must be 
maintained. It may he that these 
may have to be maintained at a re- 
duced cost, as it is essential that 
government costs be kept to a min- 
imum and, that these must follow 
the general trend of our economic 
life. 


"In making a.budget our first 


concern must be the maintenance 
of these essential activities and that 
means those activities which are de- 
sirable but not essential, will be the 
first to be subjected to reductions 
and should sustain the more drastic 
reductions. Reductions also must be 
made in the cost of essential ac- 
tivities, but it is necessary that 
these essential activities be main- 
tained on a scale to insure the pre- 
servation of the constitutional guar- 
antees for the protection of life and

Miss Livingston .said Ge- 
losi resided at a Janesville rooming 
house at the time. 


Mrs. Kathryn Snashall, Janesville 
operator of the 
rooming house, 
identified Gelosi as her former ten- 
ant when she viewed HTTP, in El- 
mira,-W.-Y., several weeks ago. Ge- 
losi was" extradited to Wisconsin 
after several hearings 
before a 


judge and -Acting Governor Leh- 
man. 


_ Miss Livingston, according to po- 
lice, said she accompanied two men 
who shot and killed Presti in an 
automobile and then abandoned his 
body near Belvidere, HL The two 
men, the young woman said, were 
Frank Maio, alias Delmonti, and 
Charles Maw, both of Cicero, TIT. 
They are being sought by police. 


Police have expressed the belief 
that, the slaying was in retaliation 
for the shooting to death of Gelosi's 
infant child. The child was killed 
while held in Gelosi's arms- here 
three years- ago.

After accepting the guilty plea 


on the five counts included in the 
indictment against Kiley, Federal 
Judge F. A. Geiger announced he 
would sentence Kiley later, but did 
not indicate a date. 


Kiley, who was mayor of De- 
Pere at the time of his arrest last 
February, who represented by At- 
torney Joseph 
Martin of 
Green 


Bay. 


The government charged Kiley 


juggled more than $200,000 of bank 
funds by making false entries in 
accounts on Sept. 23, 1930; March 
23, 1931, and Jan. 11, 1932. He also 
was charged with misappropriating 
$12,000 on Oct 17, 1930, and $4,000 
on April 24, 1931. 


Kiley took no part in the pro- 


ceedings, which 
required only a 


few minutes at the opening of the 
court session. He has been at li- 
berty under $20,000 bond and will 
be allowed his freedom -until the 
judge announces his decision. 


Regarded as a model banker and 


citizen of his 
home community, 


Kiley served as an alderman of De- 
Pere before his election as mayor. 


Voluntary Witness 


Kiley had appeared voluntarily 


before Judge Geiger at Green Bay 
last Friday in a civil action brought 
by several depositors of the defunct 
bank in an effort to recover securi- 
ties which Kiley admitted he had 
<cborowed" to bolster the condition 
of the bank. The securities were 
returned to the owners. 


From the time of his arrest Kiley 


had- indicated he would attempt to 
make restitution and cooperate ful- 
ly, with 
-authorities investigating 


•the collapse" of the bank. In plead- 
ing guilty to the'charges he threw 
himself on the "mercy of the dbnrt 


Selection of a jury In the trial of

which Europe is asking of America 
in connection with, revision of the 
debts, said the newspaper Osserva- 
tore Romano today, must be con- 
nected with the cause of peace, dis- 
armament and peaceful reconstruc- 
tion of economic life. 


Since the editions of this news- 


paper are approved by ihe pope be- 
fore publication, these are consid- 
ered to be the pontiffs views. 


The Observatore sets forth three 


arguments in the matter: 
First, 


Germany's inability to pay; second, 
the allies' request for revision of 
debts, and, third, America's request 
for disarmament. 
"The connection between repara- 


tions and debts is unquestionable," 
the newspaper declares. "We hope 
this will be the basis for a solution 
giving common satisfaction."

for America is not only economic 
but moral and political.

Shildhauer's widow, Frances, 24, 


who saw two men abduct her hus- 
band three doors from his own 
home Saturday night, told police 
that a woman school teacher made 
unwelcome advances toward her 
husband four years ago. She de- 
nied however that he had returned 
these attentions. 


The investigators were agreed 
that there was no reason to sus- 
pect the infatuated teacher, but rea- 
soned that there was a possibility 
that some other girl might have 
figured in the case, and planned to 
question school authorities about 
Schildhauer's relations with his pu- 
pils. 


Neighbors told of a report that 
Schildhauer had interfered in an 
affair between an unidentified pol- 
itician and the latter's unnamed 
girl friend, and this suggestion was 
explored, without success. Police 
in suburban Cicero—on the out- 
skirts of which the slain band- 
master's body was dumped from an 
automobile—broached the name of 
a west side gangster with the ex- 
traordinary notion that Schildhauer

The blending of colors will have 
much the same effect as a building 
constructed entirely 
of stained 


glass.

Con will have charge of the lighting 


effects, except for the red star 
which will surmount the building. 
This will be supplied by the Tri- 
Neon Sign Co. 


Cathedral style doors will add to 


the illusion of a Gothic church set 
in the trees of the college campus. 
The doors, now being made by the 
Lothar Graef Lumber Co., will be 
colored to 
harmonize with 
the 


building and to enhance the gen- 
e*-al effect. 


It is probable this will be the 


only structure of its kind in Wis- 
consin this year. Wausau, which 
was a pioneer in the building of 
'•Jce palaces"' centered its commun- 
ity 
decorations 
and 
programs 


around the structure and thousands 
of people came from many miles to 
see the building.

The season's first heavy snowfall, 


accompanied by near-zero tempera- 
ture, tightened winter's grip on 
Wisconsin 
d the Michigan penin- 
sula today. 


Cold weather will continue at 


least another 36 hours and there is a 
likelihood of more snow, Frank H. 
Coleman, meteorologist at the Mil- 
waukee Weather bureau, predicted. 


After reaching a minimum of zero 


or below tomorrow morning, Cole- 
man said, the temperature probably 
will rise. The temperature in the 
Canadian northwest, source of the 
cold wave was rising today and 
Coleman expected this part of the 
country to be benefitted shortly. 


The coldest spot in Wisconsin to- 


day was Superior with 8 below. Icy 
winds off Lake Superior, together 
with a generally high humidity of 
81 per cent, added to the discomfort 
of northern Wisconsin residents. At 
8 a. m. the temperature at Superior 
was 4 below. 


It was 5 below at Hudson, 4 helow 


at LaCrosse, zero at Madison and 
5 below at Janesville this morning. 
Other points reporting were Wau- 
sau with 6 above zero, Green Bay 
10, and Milwaukee 5. 


The- snowfall, which began Sat- 


urday and continued with intermis- 
sions until midnight Sunday, was 
heavy over all of Wisconsin and 
heavier still in upper Michigan. 
The Milwaukee Weather bureau re- 
ported 6.5 inches of snow along the 
Lake Michigan shoreline, but up- 
wards of 8 inches fell in the central 
and western half of the state. Elev- 
en inches of snow was reported at 
Escanaba, Mich. 


High winds which accompanied 


the snowfall caused some drifting 
and highways in many sections of 
the slate were blocked. With the 
abatement of the snow fall this 
morning, however, road crews re- 
opened the main highways. Rail- 
road schedules were not affected 
and night air mail planes made 
their usual runs. 


Deaths Reported 


Winter struck at the nation pre- 


maturely again today, with sub- 
zero temperatures, snow, rain and 
sleet, leaving a trail of dead. 


Slippery streets and roads ac- 


counted for most of the deaths in 
traffic 
accidents. 
Pennsylvania 


alone reported 13 persons killed 
when rain, following the heaviest 
snowfall of the season, made travel- 
ing a harzardous task. 


The east had snows and rain yes- 


terday with prospects for more of 
this kind of weather today, while 
rain and fog held sway over the 
south.

headed by Senator Blaine (R., Wis.) 
a foe of national prohibition. 


He announced' the committee 


would get to work as soon as pos- 
sible, and said he believed hearings 
would not be' accessary. 


Others appointed to,the sub-com- 


mittee were Senators Borah (R., 
Idaho), Hebert (R., R. I), Walsh, 
(D., Mont,), and Dill (D., Wash.) 


Four of the five members of the 


sub-committee are in favor of sub- 
mitting a repeal resolution, with 
Borah the only opponent. 


Chairman Blaine told newspaper- 


men he held the opinion that "you 
can't write a constitutional amend- 
ment prohibiting the saloon with- 
out saying that liquor can not be 
consumed on the premises, which 
will mean a worse condition than 
we have now. 


"The question of liquor control 


must be left to the states." 


"There is nothing to hear on the 


subject any more," he said, as to 
hearings. 


"I am not going to hold any hear- 


ings unless a majority of the sub- 
committee sits."

Tt said the 
fast would be postponed if a refer- 
endum of caste Hindus within a 10- 
mile radius of the temple resulted 
in a majority opposing opening of 
the temple to "untouchables." 


When he recently agreed to the 


leferendurn, Mr. Gandhi stated he 
believed an overwhelming majority 
in the temple's neighborhood were 
favorable to its being opened to all 
Hindus. If he were supported in the 
referendum, he said he woul'" pro- 
ceed with the fast, which would be 
his third within the past 
lew 


months. If not, he said, he would be 
inclined to wait, until public opin- 
ion was favorable and would then 
again attempt to force the hands of 
the temple' trustees.

The Milwaukee Sentinel soliloquizes 


concerning the uncertain ways of juries 
and mentions two cases, in the first of 
which Mrs. Seely, a society woman, was 
found guilty of ^speeding by a jury upon 
the testimony of one policeman concern- 
ing the speed and in spite of her denial, 
and compares it with the verdict of "not 
guilty" returned by another jury against 
a Milwaukee alderman named. Boncel, ac- 
cused of driving while drunk, though the 
evidence of intoxication came from eight 
members of the police department in rank 
from patrolman to lieutenant. 


The reason for this apparent incon- 


sistency is not as obscure as appears upon 
the mere statement of facts. 
Mrs. Seely 


was accused of mere speeding,- a charge 
to which many thousands have pled guil- 
ty without any personal humiliation. A 
verdict of guilty by the jury did not strain 
the lady with moral turpitude. Driving a 
car in swift fashion does not mean leading 
a fast life. 


The charge against the alderman was 


much more serious. In spite of the fear- 
ful inroads made upon society by hard 
liquor in the last fifteen years it is still 
a disgrace to become drunk—and the 
alderman was accused of driving while in 
that condition. 


Jurors might evert* be-satisfied that he 


was guilty and yet find him not guilty, 
for juries often exercise the power of par- 
don despite the fact that it does not be- 
long to them. The criticism is not of the 
jury system but of > humanity in general. 
Men hesitate and draw back -from return- 
ing verdicts that cast shame upon 'another. 


Moreover, the hesitancy of-juries in 


convicting public officials may be seen 
at any time. Jurors act as though their 
own government was on trial, and v/heth- 
er they realize it or not, we think that a 
very deep sense of loyalty and affection 
for their government, has been often in- 
strumental in procuring verdicts of ac- 
quittal in cases of this character. 


One of the most pronounced -cases was 


that of Attorney-General Daugherty. Two 
juries failed to agree although the evi- 
dence was strong, so strong that Mr. 
Daugherty did not dare to" take the stand 
himself. The last jury however in re- 
porting 
disagreement as to Daugherty 


found his co-defendant guilty. It con- 
victed the private citizen but wouldrft 
convict the man whose voice was once 
heard in the •'highest" council of the na- 
tion. 


When it becomes possible to cross-ex- 


amine that innermost thing in man, th'e 
subconscious mind, we would not be sur- 
prised to learn that many jurors refuse 
a vote of guilty more out of faithful sup- 
port of their country and its institutions, 
at the time mistaken and misplaced, than 
they do because of the defense of the man 
on trial.

For marriage deserves to 
rank among the learned professions 
and calls for more intelligence and 
a greater and more varied assort- 
ment of gifts than any other occu- 
pation on earth.
